mendation of the'committee. That Is, it 
cannot be learned whether this recom- 
mendation is tempered by a clause urg- 
ing that tbe increase be granted at a 
later day, providing that the manufac- 
turers believe tte condition of the mar- 
ket warrants it, or whether the commit- 
tee leaves an avenue for a compromisa 
open to mill men. This statement'is in 
Un« with the reportJgsued to the public 
by the conference cftnmittee. 


The manufacturers' committee will 


make its report to- the parent body at a 
special meeting-called for tomorrow af- 
ternoon, and the decision of that body 
will decide the attitude of labor in the 
near future. Judging from the present 
attitude of the labor leaders it is almost 
certain that they w:ll recommend their 
.organizations to oppose a refusal of the 
request made by tiiwnrto the mill men 
on Monday. They have not, however, 
yet given up hope that the manufactur- 
ers will accedte to their demands,, but 
they are not basing this hope on the 
recommendations which the manufac- 
turers' conference committee may make. 
Their^belief is based on the grounds that 
the present financial condition of the 
mills warrant the Increase, and they 
claim that their statement made to the 
manufacturers in conference, that the1 • 
mills have earned an. average of 12% 
percent In the past year, was allowed to 
pass unchallenged!. They think that the

was asked until the new year, a Textile 
council representative said: "When 
that decision has been reached we will 
meet it. It is too soon TO talk about post- 
ponement.

They 
have declared a dividend of only 5 per- 
cent, but have added $85,000 to their sur- 
plus account, which now amounts to

cut to pieces, and hence it la geu'erally 
expected that fearful British losses will 
be reported from Lady-smith within the 
next few days. 


Ths losses of Monday are as yet not 


fully known. The messenger who came 
In from the captured battalions said 
there were heaps of dead and wounded 
where the British troops fought 
It is 


now believed that the loss of life was so 
great that General White has not made 
it known, or. If he has, that the war 
office is afraid to give it out. 


As an alternative to surrender 
at 


Ladysmith, some thick General White 
ought to try to retreat, but good military 
Judges say such a course would now be 
impossible. 
In the first place he would 


find it almost impossible to take away 
the great military stores at Ladysmith, 
and without them he would be greatly 
handicapped in later operations. 
He 


would also have to leave all his heavy 
gains behind. 


But even if he had neither stores nor 


equipments to look after, it is pointed 
out that a retreat would be a fearful 
risk in the face of the overwhelming 
force of the Boers now surrounding him. 
He would in all probability be cut to 
pieces before he had covered a small 
portion of the 20 miles which separate 
him from Colmso, his next base. 


Nothing has been received concerning 


Monday's casualties. The war office of- 
ficials are working'under great strain. 
Captain Perriott, staff captain to the 
military secretary, has Just died, his end 
being hastened by anxiety and over- 
work. 


An unconfirmed statement is published 


that General Buller has left Cape Town 
for Ladysmith. 


The queen is credited with expressing 


sincere pity for General White and the 
officials are in no wise inclined to Judge 
him harshly. So far as the public is con- 
cerned, however, while gratification is 
felt at the manner in which the isolated 
battalions surrendered, there is still se- 
vere criticism for General White and 
Lieutenant Colonel Carleton for allow- 
ing the column to get out of touch, for 
the absence of proper scouting and for 
not retiring when the ammunition was 
lost. In favor of Lieutenant Colonel 
Carleton the explanation is hazarded 
that he believed it was imperative to the 
success of General White's operations 
that he should hold the position at 
Nicholson's Nek.

The Standard, which comments in 


similar terms upon "the fact that Gen- 
eral White made no effort to extricate 
the column from the impossible situa- 
tion into which he had thrust it," draws 
a sad picture of the men, "hoping for 
relief and them realizing, with bitter- 
ness of heart, that some one had 
blundered, that they had be»n forgotten 
by their general and his staff, and that 
nothing was left but surrender and Im- 
prisonment at Pretoria until the end of 
the war." 


The Times says: The danger of Gen- 


eral White's plans are patent, even to 
civilians, but it is not Impossible that the 
Cane "boys" in charge of the mountain 
battery, who quite recently were sus- 
pected of disaffection, may have been 
tampered with by the Boers. 
Other- 


wise such a large and comprehensivo 
stampede is a very rxtraordinary oc- 
currence, from such a slight cause.

General Corbin sums up the military 


forces now in ttoe service of the United 
State- as: Regular army, 64,586; volun- 
teers, ,;4,574; total, 99,160. The regular 
establishment consists of 10 regiments 
of cavalry, seven of artillery and 25 of 
Infantry. The volunteer establishment 
consists of one regiment of cavalry, 24 of 
infantry and a Porto Rlco*hattalion. 


The distribution of these troops up to 


Oct. lla«t was as follows: In the United 
Stales, 34,229; Porto Rico, 3363; Cuba, 
11,187; Philippines, 32,315; en route to the 
Philippines, 17,099; Alaska, 499; Ha- 
waiian islands, 466. 


General Corbin adds the following-to 


this summary: "It Is expected that by 
Dec. 1 next all the infantry regiments, 
United States volunteers, shown above 
as in the United States, will have sailed 
for the Philippines. These, with the 
troops now there, will give a "tbtal 
strength of 2117 officers and 63,608 en- 
listed men (an aggregate of 35,725)." 


The service of many of tie troops after 


their enlistments had expired causes 
General Corbin to say in his report:' "The 
patriotism of the regulars and volun- 
teers who enlisted only for the war with 
Spain, by willingly and' actively serving 
after the expiration' of their terms of 
service, calls for evidence of apprecia- 
tion on the part of the department. To 
this end It Is respectfully recommended 
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itallt tttHt vovr etui. 


that each officer of the several volunteer 
organizations and each enlisted man 
who continued in service in the Philip- 
pine islands after the second of March, 
1899, until honorably discharged, be 
awarded a suitably inscribed medal." 


During the year there have been 62,175 


enlistments and re-enlistments, of which 
63,024 were native born and 9151 foreign 
born. In point of color, 56,154 were 
white, 6000 colored and1 20 Indians. 


A recommendation is made for extra 


pay for officers serving in our new pos- 
sessions. 


Of the criticisms on the staff organiza- 


tion of the army, General Corbin says: 
"Much has been written of late concern- 
ing a better staff system. Ours may be. 
and doubtless is, open to Improvements.: 
but it should be borne in mind that the 
present organization is the result of 
years of legislation, born of the best 
thought and labors of our best military 
men, and has stood successfully the test 
of all our wars. The criticisms of our 
feyetem are too often the result of dis- 
appointment. Seldom has there one ap- 
peared In print whose author has not 
been, a long standing applicant for a 
place in one of fn> staff corps or depart- 
ments. The suggestion that our staff 
officers are not experienced in the duties 
of line officers is not borne out by facts." 


The report dwells on the courtesies 


shown our troops by the British govern- 
ment officials while stopping at Gibral- 
tar and elsewhere en route to the Philip- 
pines, and says this international cour- 
tesy will'long live in the memories of both 
parties to the spontaneous exchange. 


The report speaks of the unsatisfac- 


tory conditions in Hawaii, in relation to 
land for military uses 
It is urged, 


therefore, that certain tracts be taken 
without delay from the control of the 
Hawaiian government, and secured to 
the future uses of the United Slates, and 
have them declared as reservations for 
military purposes. 


Recommendation Is made that military 


officers, serving abroad as military at- 
taches h« eiven increased rank and pa 


As the .i.crease in the army calls foi 


an additional number of military acad- 
emy cadets to fill vacancies, it Is recom- 
mended that the president be author- 
ized to appoint 10 annually, and that 
two be appointed at large from each 
state. 


Satisfaction is expressed that tho 


"army canteen" embarrassment has 
been removed from the war depart- 
ment by the action of congress In es- 
tablishing certain restrictions. 


Recommendation Is made that ron- 


commlssloned officers be given addi- 
tional pay, in order to attract to these 
places a worthy class, willing to stay 
in those grades, and that 25 years' ser- 
vice as an enlisted man shall be sufficient 
to' admit to the retired list of enlisted 
men.

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THE SLICING UP OF AFRICA 
A 


FRICA is a territorial orphan. 
She is the obstreperous ward 
of Christendom, and as such 
has had to endure many re- 


proving blows from those who would 
redeem her from her moral degrada- 
tion. 


Kindly indeed has been the interest 


which Europe has always taken in tho 
Dark Continent. It has been a case of 
giving the African an inch of mission- 
ary nnd tak-.ns an acre of territory. 


England and Italy. France and Ger- 


many, Spain fnci Portugal, all have 
been most generous and energetic in 
their solicitude for the weliarc of the 
land of the caliph and Kaffir. So anx- 
ious have these nations been in their 
passion to Christianize the unsophisti- 
cated African native from the Cape to 
Cairo that they even have fought 
among themselves to be first in the 
field. In fact, they are at it today. The 
Boers and the British are facing one 
another, and all simply because the one 
claims that the other is a stumbling 
block to the progress of civilization. 
Once more the land of the rhinoceros 
ii the land of blood, and once more the 


was followed by the Islamic occupa- 
tion, which by the twelfth century hat 
firmly established itself in the very 
heart of northern Africa. Then came 
the maritime rise of Portugal and the 
flrsi visits of her adventurous seamen 
to the shores of the mysterious Bark 
Continent. At the end of the eighteenth 
century Turkey had invaded the north, 
the Dutch had landed quietly at the 
Cape, the French claimed Senegal and 
the English owned Gambia and the 
Guinea coast. Early in the nineteenth 
century, however, Europe found her- 
self so busy at home that Africa was 
for the time being forgotten, and only 


themselves with a great deal of mag- 
nanimity that there was plenty of el- 
bow room and no need for crowding, 
ai.d so it was not hard to arrive at an 
understanding. But later, when the ac- 
tual partition of the continent took 
place and the various spheres were de- 
jimited and looked into, dissatisfaction 
began to manifest itself. 


There was some reason for dissatis- 


faction. A' glance at the map of Af- 
rica as it stands today will show this. 
British South Africa, in the first place, 
now extends from the Cape to Lake 
Tanganyika, a distance of 1,800 miles. 
In fact, the whole south coast is Brit- 


ter is London. What Is not nominally 
under the protectorate of the British 
government is practically 
under the 


wing of the British South Africa com- 
pany, that wonderful business concern 
which was first organized by two hard 
headed old Scotsmen, who saw that an 
African company might exploit the 
Dark Continent as the East India com- 
pany had done v/ith Asia, and as the 
Hudson Bay Company had done in 
America. The territories of this Af- 
rican company extend up into the very 
heart of the continent today and their 
frontier posts are steadily percolating 
deeper and deeper into the interior. 


the Dark Continent covers something 
like 8,000,000 square miles, or perhaps 
a little more. By the Anglo-French ar- 
rangement of 1890 England very mag- 
nanimously ceded to her European 
rival all the Sahara desert. Now, the 
Sahara desert, as Lord Salisbury rather 
wittily termed it, is "very light soil." 
The extreme "lightne^" of this soil 
did not dawn on the French mind until 
after the agreement had been drawn 
up and settled. Then France saw she 
had been gold-bricked. Algeria and 
Tunis, of course, she held by right of 
conquest, but on the northwest she 
found herself shut off from the coast 
by Morocco and also those Spanish pos- 
sessions known as Rio d'Oro. Deserts 
under such circumstances are not such 
desirable possessions, so France realiz- 
ed that, while she was apparently the 
largest land owner in all Africa, she 
was actually possessor of the biggest 
territorial white elephant ever palmed 
off on an unsuspecting power. It was 
to make amends for this error that 
France, 
mislnterpietmg 
the Berlin 


Leone. The whole of the upper Niger 
above Say is French and nearly all the 
country that nestles in the great bend 
of that river is claimed by her. The 
most threatening bone of contention In 
this quarter is a patch of Jand behind 
the British Gold Coast and German* 
Togoland, made up chiefly of the kicg- 
dom of Mossi. 
Over it today flutter 


both the tricolor and the union jack, 
though one mubt soon give way. Be- 
hind Ashanti Great Britain also claims 
ceitam territory, and even at the pres- 
ent time is doing her best to strengthen 
that claim by as effective an occupation 
as possible-. 


Belgium occupies a goodly strip of- 


the basin of the Kongo. By a conven- 
tion with Great Britain in 1894 a slice 
of tije west Albei t Nyanza shore and a 
portion of the upper Nile was leased to 
the Belgians. Since that time, however, 
pressure from France has cut down the 
original Belgian claim. It might not 
be out of place here to add that the 
rule of both France a«d Belgium has 
shown none of that liberality and gen-

map of that unhappy land shall have 
to be remade. 


The scramble for Africa might well 


be called a modern movement. It was 
not, indeed, until 1884 that Europe 
turned anything like covetous eyes to- 
ward the Dark Continent. Up to that 
time the only two powers In Africa 
were England and France, and even 
these two great colonizers pursued their 
annexations in a most leisurely fash- 
ion. Portugal, it is true, possessed some 
800,000 square miles In east and west 
Africa, but her corrupt and feeble ad- 
ministrative policy in all colonial af- 
fairs made her practically a dead let- 
ter. A year previously, too, the Ger- 
man flag had been raised by a German 
private trader on the coast of Nama- 
qualand, in southwest Africa. It was a 
•mall and apparently unpretentious in- 
cident at first sight, but it was the 
thin edge of the wedge. It was the be- 
ginning of the scramble. 


To go back to the beginning. Africa, 


when the Roman empire fell Into de- 
cay, suffered a corresponding relapse. 
Her fringe of littoral civilization melt- 
ed away like snow, and the Roman 


isolated explorers carried on operations 
within her borders. Up to 1857, *when 
the heroic Livingstone first appeared on 
the scene, African exploration had been 
mainly confined to the Niger basin. But 
when Livingstone had once opened the 
way, Baker, Stanley, Speke, Grant and 
Burton were not slow to follow. Be- 
tween 187D and 1883 Stanley had found- 
ed what eventually became the Kongo 
Free State, and In so doing awakened 
the interest and the latent animosity 
of both France and Portugal. Qurope 
woke up with a start, and from that 
day it was destined that Africa should 
know no longer what was meant by 
the word peace. 


In 1884-5 the Berlin congress came to- 


gether and practically laid down what 
might be called" the rifles of the game. 
And a merry game it Was—that of slic- 
ing up a continent! The spheres of 
England, France and Germany were 
nonchalantly decided upon and the 
whole continent was roughly blocked 
out. If was all come by so easily, it 
was so tremendous''in extent and Its 
possession was so intoxicatingly novel 
that the different powers said among 


ish, and with Africa, It must be re- 
membered, the farther you get away 
from the equator the more valuable 
the possession. This immense British 
sphere is bordered an the west by Ger-

Guinea and the Kongo Free State, while 
the two Boer republics are shut into 
the British spheres as inclosures and 
will, it now seems apparent, be finally 
absorbed by the greater power, against 
i whom they have seen fit to take up the 
' sword. The only disputed boundary in 
this part of Africa is that between the 
possessions of Great Britain and Portu- 
gal. But since the former has recently 
purchased Delagoa Bay and the latter 
seems to be in a most yielding mood in 
all transactions with Queen Victoria's 
government, it is only natural to expect 
that the difference will finally be set- 
tled in favor of the stronger power. In 
this, it seems, the Briton •was born 
lucky. 


All this immense South African Brit- 


ish area, covering about 1,000,000 square 
miles of territory, is in varying degrees 
of incorporation- and assimilation by 
that ever expanding empire whose cen- 


On the south and west of Lake Ny- 


anza extends the British South African 
protectorate, and 120 miles north of 
Lake Tanganyika, after crossing the 
narrow neck of the Kongo Free State, 
the traveler again finds himself in Brit- 
ish territory. This is Uganda, with its 
2,000,000 blacks and Its many undevel- 
oped gold mines awaiting exploitation. 
Then comes British East Africa, which 
has a coast line on the Indian ocean 
of 400 miles to the south of Juba river, 
sweeping westward to take In the two 
Nyanzas and stretching out across the 
Nile Into Bahr-el-Ghazal and Darfur. 
Here again Britain has almost 1,000,000 
square miles. This, of course, does not 
include Egypt, which is, nevertheless, 
as English, really, as Canada or Ja- 
maica. 


The limits of British East Africa were 


arranged by agreement with Germany 
and Italy, the two contiguous powers. 
But it Is here that France steps in. 
France has shown a Gallic impetuosity 
in her annexations. 
Of England she 


has always been jealous in Africa, and, 
thereby hangs a tale.

eral idea of fair play toward the na- 
tive which is associated with English 
domination. 
Fsur years ago, when France seemed 


to be menacing the country of the 
kalifa, it was declared in the British 
parliament that amyattempt on the part 
of France to establish herself on the 
Nile would be regarded as "an un- 
friendly act." The French Sudan is de- 
fined as that country included in the 
basins of the Niger and the Senegal 
west of Togoland, together with that 
embraced in the northern bend of the 
river. Like the Niger region, this ter- 
ritory is densely populated and capable 
of great commercial development. But 
France, as has already been said, is not 
satisfied. She declares that the agree- 
ments reached between England, Ger- 
many and Italy relative to the de- 
limitations of the Egyptian Sudan are 
not binding upon her and declines to 
accept what Great Britain has pointed 
out as the limit of the French claim 
on the Sudan's western border. 
This 


eagerness on the part of France to find 
a footing un the upper Nile is inti- 
mately associated with tho presence 
and the recent activities of the Eng- 
lish in that district. As all the world 
knows, this Anglican activity is bitter- 
ly resented by France, who realizes 
that, while Egypt is nominally under 
the suzerainty of Turkey, it is really an 
English dependency. And since the de- 
feat of the kalifa at Omdurman once 
more gave England control of the lost 
Egyptian Sudan, France's uneasiness 
has been in no way allayed. It is for 
this reason that England In her war 
with the South African Republic finds 
no sympathizers on the European con- 
tinent. "She has lived by the sword," 
say the continental powers, "so lei her 
suffer by the sword." 


Germany, who may be laid to have 


begun the scramble 
for, Africa, has 


come off with (pr less territory than 
her rivals. 
It must be remembered, 


however, that although she began "with 
a ruoh, that rush started only 16 yeara- 
ago. Previous to that time sh« had 
nothing; now she has undisputed pos- 
session of almost 1,000,000 square miles. 
She began her acquisitions in south* 
west Africa, where, by arrangement 
with England, shs cama into possession 
of

But it is doubtful if this half d*sert 
country can1- ever be of any practical 
\aiue. Iu ictiu, u would never have 
been allowed to slip "through John 
Bull's hands were it otherwise. Ger- 
many's greatest African possession, 
however, lies in the eastern part of the 
continent, with British East Africa on 
its north and Portuguese Hast Africa 
on its south. This territory of the Ger- 
mans includes the southein half o'f the 
Victoria Xyanza and a portion of fhe 
shore of Lake Tanganyika, with about 
400 miles of coast line. Although sev- 
eral efforts have been made to open 
up this country, Germany doss not 
seem to have the remarkable success 
of the British in her colonizing at- 
tempts. Today the vast bulk of the 
country is little more than an unknewn 
destrt. While Germany still elinga 
stubbornly to an indefinite claim to 
territory lying north of Ashanti, it is 
extremely doubtful that her African 
possessions will ever materially in- 
crease. 


The same holds good of Portugal, 


who, 
at the beginning of the scramble, 


put forth tremendous claims for a 
colonial empire stretching across the 
continent from Angola to Mozambique. 
England soon stepped forward and 
scattered that dream, and today th« 
actual jurisdiction of the Portuguese 
seldom extends beyond a fringe of 
coast territory. One of her 
Achest 


possessions, Delagoai Bay has just 
passed into the hand's of tho English 
by purchase, and on the Guinea coast 
all that remains of her old possessions 
is a small strip of 14,000 s«iua*e nr.ilea 
south of the Gambia. 


Italy has had much the same lufk as 


Portugal. For many a year ehe had 
cast a eovetous eye toward Tripoli. 
France spoiled that scheme by curtly 
telling her to keep hands off, or there 
would be trouble. So it was not until 
18S2 
that &he took any step toward 


getting a slice of the c<¥)tin«atal pie 
that was going areund. Twelve years 
previously an Italian trading house had 
obtained the cession of a little spot of 
land on Assab bay, and he*e Italy saw 
the chance for fo'rcins in ths usual .thin 
edjje of the usual wedge. In a little 
less than six yeasts she had reached 
Cape Kasar and had prepared to ab- 
sorb Abyssinia. It was a. sad mistake. 
She bit off more than she couW chew, 
and, after a series of humiliating d^s- 
asters, was forced back to her little 
strip along the Red sea. She still ad- 
heres to a vague claim on SoraaHland, 
but it is doubtful if she will ever be 
able to establish this claim. 


During all these struggles life has 


gone darkly _with the African. White 
his eventual "fate may be, as scholars 
and statesmen believe, that of the red 
Indian in America, it will be a much 
greater length of time b«fore he will 
pass away from the centinent whjch 
the more virile white has wrung and ia 
still wringing from him. But it is only 
a matter of- time, and a very short time, 
when every mils of Africa win be open- 
ed up and every obscure tribe intro- 
duced to the railway engine and the 
advanced ideas and the whisky bottle 
of the European civilizer. When once 
Cecil Rhodes' dream of a "Caps to 
Cairo" railway is realised and the 
heart of the Dark Continent is pierced 
by a line of steel rails, the greatest; 
T\ork in the transformation of Africa 
will hare been accompKshed.

Democ>-acy would replace the aris- 
tocracy of birth by the aristocracy of 
worth, would set aside the aristocracy 
that buys place with gold for that 
which earns place by capability and 
distinguished service. Democracy needa 
nothing so much as it needs such an 
aristocracy. Otherwise it is a mob, a 
crowd, a horde, a mass of unorgan- 
ized and disorganized units. The very 
word "aristocracy" means the rule of 
the best» the best meni in power. If the 
best men" have guidance and control, 
progress is constantly made. If they 
are set aside in favor .of the incom- 
petent, there is confusion and every 
evil work. There are enough capable 
men in the United States to fill "all 
positions of trust and honor, to be a 
political, economic, intellectual, aris- 
tocracy. Put them in their right places 
let the aristocracy of merit be en- 
throned as well as acknowledged, and 
there will be that government,' that na- 
tional welfare, that prosperity which 
constitute social well-being and in- 
sure progress. So the state does not re- 
gard all citizens as equal and draw 
rulers and leaders by lot, but wants 
true, wise, able, .educated men "tot 
guidance, organization and service. 
Therefore in a democracy there must 
be higher education for the few who 
are fit by nature and may become fitter 
by training for leadership.

American Interest In South Airtc« 


The war in South Africa will cause a 


loss of millions of dollars to American 
manufacturers, whose commercial re- 
lations with that country have been 
steadily growing in volume for many j 
years. Ever since the tension between 
the two governments began the busi- 
ness has been decreasing, and since 
the war was declared it has practically 
suspended. Even if the war should con- 
tinue only six months, and it may not 
end for a year, it will require another 
year for business relations to be firmly 
re-established; so that American (nan- 
ufacturers will lose a year's volume of 
trade, at the very least, because two 
diplomats 
were 
unable 
to 
agree. 


Vmerica's trade with South Africa last 
year was estimated at about $30,000,- 
000 and before the British demands 
were made the indications were that 
the United States would this year 
draw fully $10,000,000 more. "Naturally, 
the British soldiers will require^ great 
quantities of canned meats and pro- 
visions in this war; but as these nec- 
essaries were purchased here in time of 
peace, no great increase in the volume 
of business can be expected from that 
source.—Collier's Weekly. 


Tli« Aristocracy We Need 


(Georffe 
Harris, I..U D., president 


Amherst college; inaugural address;

We have outgrown the crude notion 


that democracy Is equality and that it 
has no use for an aristocracy. Some be- 
lated doctrlnaries are still proposing 
schemes for equalizing the condition of 
men, and so for equalizinr men, But it 
is not the problem of democracy to 
raise all men up nor to draw all men 
down to a common level. Its problem 
IB to place Its best men In lt» highest 
places, to put power in the bands of the 


The program of a socialist candidate 


may be expected to contain the follow- 
ing items: 


1. An eight-hour day. 
2. Labor for children under fifteen to 


be prohibited. 


3. Work for the unemployed. 
4. Old-age pensions. 
5. Nationalization of mlneR 
6. Nationalization of railways, 
7. Nationalization of land. 
And, in addition to these measures, 


we may expect to find a statement de- 
claring in favor of a co-operative com- 
monwealth, Involving- the socialization 
of the means of production, distribu- 
tion, and exchange. It is impossible to 
foretell how soon these measures will 
be indorsed by the several nations. Un- 
doubtedly, the first four planks of the 
socialist platform might be adopted to- 
day with enormous advantage to all 
sections of the community. Several <Jf 
our English mine owners have already 
advocated the nationalization of mines; 
and there is also a growing sentiment 
in favor of the nationalization of rail- 
ways. Indeed, the advantages which 
all classes of the public would derive 
from state management and ownership 
are so obvious, that we may confidently 
expect, within a few years, to see this 
plank of tho socialist platform every- 
where incorporated as a-law. 


These, then, ere the objects which 


the socialists and labor men have in 
view. They contain nothing that may 
be construed as subversive of the pub- 
lie welfare. On the contrary, a policy 
such as that outlined above is neces- 
sary in order that the interests of the 
public may be subserved. The condi- 
tions have greatly changed within the 
last fifteen years. "The condition of 
England question," AS Carlyle called it. 
has come to be regarded as a very real, 
question, demanding our earnest con- 
sideration. In the United States, also, 
social problems are now receiving wide 
attention. This Is evident from the 
present extensive circulation of hook* 
which, twenty'y««« ago, would have 
been stamped as revolutionary. The 
extraordinary development .of trusts 
a-id combtneg Is forcing the pace; and 
the instinct of self-preservation will 
:ompol the community. ,to resort to 
remedial 
measures, 
Co-operation, 
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therefore, seems to be the next stage of 
human development—"The Attitude of 
the Workers in Europe and America," 
by Tom Mann in the November Forum.

IQuolcipal Ownership not a f ucce» 


So much has been passing current in 


the American press and serious eco- 
nomic discussions, concerning the won- 
derful success of English and Scotch 
experiments in municipal ownership of 
street railways, that we think it will be 
useful to quote some of the findings of j 
the Massachusetts committee of 1897, j 
which investigated the, subject on the 
ground: 


"So far as development, activity, and 


material and scientific appliances and 
equipment are concerned, apart from 
permanent way and track service, the 
American street railway service is so 
far In advance of any to be found in 
Great Britain a* not to admit of a com- 
parison. "Without exaggeration, it may 
be stated that, whiD the street surfac- 
ing, and merging of track with pave- 
ment, are there far In advance of what 
we ordinarily find In America, all the 
other appliances and accommodations 
are either antiquated and positively 
had ,or recently taken from this side 
of the Atlantic and installed by the 
Americas companies. In-other words, 
in the field of scientific apparatus an<l 
mechanical 
developmentl 
America 


has experimented-afc immense cost, as 
our street railway capitalization sh">w«, 
while Europe has patiently waited, and 
is today rapidly and quietly appropri- 
ating the results for which we have 
paid. 
. 
- . 


"As yet no attempt at the munlclpal- 


ization of street ^railways has been 
made in any country on a sufficiently 
large scale and for a long enough time 
to be of real significance. Glasgow and 
Leeds, for instance, are the two 
European instances more frequently 
referred to. From the statements often 
met with In the pYess, and the asser- 
tions heard in discussion, it might well 
be asumed that the experiments made 
in these cities amounted to an indis- 
putable 
and 
established 
success; 


whereas.in point of'fact, such is notthe 
case. So far from being a demonstrated 
success, it roay, oni the contrary, be 
confidently asserted that nowhere, as 
yet, has the experiment of municipa- 
zation of street railways been, worted 
out to any logical amd ultimate result 
whatever nor can it be so w.>rke:l out 
for at least a score of years to come. 
Even then, political nahits, social1 tfe- 
ditiona, and material and economical 
conditions vary BO greatly, and enter 
to so laige an extent into thw problem, 
that it will not be safe to infer that 
what may have proved safe ai d prac - 
ticable in one community is eithei 
practicable or safe in another.

Distinguished Williams Alumnus 


From the Springfield Republican: 


"One of the oldest of American school 


teachers, Zalmon Richards, has died at 
the age of 88, in the city of Washington, 
where he had lived for more than 60 
years. He was born at Cummington, 
August 11, 1811, and was graduated 
from Williams college In the class of 
1836. 
In this class were Rev.'Dr. Rob- 


ert Crawford, so well known as pastor 
in North Adams and Deerfleld; Prof. 
John Tatlock and Joseph White, long 
secretary ot the state board of educa- 
tion. Mr. Richards revived the Cum- 
mington academy and carried it on for 
two years; for 10 years further he and 
his wife (who was Minerva A. Todd of 
Chesterfield) conducted the academy at 
Stlllwater, Saratoga county, N. T. 
During this time he was variously busy 
In the Interests of teaching; he con- 
ducted many teachers' Institutes in 
New York and Vermont. He went to 
Washington, D .C., In 1848, and was (or 
three years prlclpal of the preparatory 
department of Columbian college, and 
later founded the Union academy for 
young women, of which his wife Be- 
came the head. In 1861 he was appoint- 
ed to a clerkship in the treasury de- 
partment. He was the first president 
of the national educational associa- 
tion."

ANOTHER ARREST IN CHESHIRE 


Patrick Daniels Also Charged With 


Murderous Assault on Amadon 


'Another arrest was made unexpec- 
tedly this moroUif in the Cheshire as- 
sault case of last Saturday evening, 
when Cassias Amadon was so severely 
hurt that bis death was for a time 
feared. Patrick Daniels, a young man 
of Cheshire, who is supposed to have 
been with Miller, the alleged assailant 
and Amadon, at the time the blow was 
struck, was taken into custody, and 
brought to the lock-up in Adams. The 
same charge as that against Miller, 
assault with Intent to murder, was 
placed against his name. 


Daniels asked for an immediate hear- 


ing in his case, but this could not be 
granted owing to the condition of 
Amadon, which makes it impossible for 
him to appear In court. 


The case against Daniels was there- 


fore continued till December 2. He was 
placed under bonds of $600, and being 
unable to furnish the amount, was 
taken this afternoon to the Pittsfleld 
jail to await the hearing. 


His arrest was a surprise, as It was 


not generally known that anyone else 
was with the two men previously im- 
plicated when the assault took place. 
The officers have been working up the 
case, however and secured evidence'on 
which they thought it best to arrest 
Daniels. They will not say what part 
he is alleged to have had in the matter.

A True Picture of the Boer 


President. 


NEVEB SEEN WITHOUT HIB PIPE. 


Oom Paul'* Characteristics Interest- 


Dencrlbed by C. Vandewat- 
Formerly Private Secretary 


to Kroffer** Cabinet—How Generals 
Jonbcrt and Cronje Are Rea~»ra«d 
by the Boer*. 
While the world is watching the prog- 


ress of the unequal struggle now going 
on in South Africa, I assume that 
American readers may be interested in 
hearing more of the unique president 
of the Boer republic and of other prom- 
inent participants in the bloody contest 
from one who was until recently in 
close association with him and them, 
writes C. Vandewatring, formerly pri- 
vate secretary, in Krnger*s cabinet, to 
the New York Journal. 


It has been my good fortune and 


privilege to know Oom' Paul personally 
ana to watch and follow him. in his 
daily life. For three years, from 1893 
to 1S88, I occupied the position of pri- 
vate secretary to the executive coun- j 
cil or cabinet, of the republic, und my 
duties placed me in intimate relations 
with the entire official force of the gov- 
ernment. Consequently what I have 
to say will have the virtue of accuracy 
and genuineness. 


The many descriptions and anecdotes 


recently published concerning Presi- 
dent Kruger go far toward giving a 
correct picture of that .remarkable 
man. 
Standing fully 6 feet 1 inch in 


height, weighing 220 pounds, his stoop- 
ing shoulders and scraggy -beard make 
it easy to believe that he has already 
passed his threescore years and ten 
and now is rounding out his seventy- 
fifth year. 


And yet his massive frame still is 


that of a Hercules and his physical 
strength prodigious. An incident in 
my acquaintance with him well Illus- 
trates the propulsive force of the phys- 
ical man. As is well known, he rarely 
sets foot outside of his own home with- 
out a stout cane, with which, as he 
walks, he thumps vigorously upon the 
sidewalk with each step. 


A few days after the ill starred 


Jameson raid and after the capture of 
the English invaders I was driving 
with the old gentleman- in Pretoria. 
His anger at the attempted raid still 
was at its height, and he expressed 
himself in his usual vigorous fashion 
as we drove, emphasizing this well 
turned periods with successive thumps 
of his cane upon the bottom of the car- 
riage.' His indignation finally reached 
a climax, and with a" sudden motion of 
the sturdy arm the cane was raised 
and banged down with such force that 
it crashed straight through the solid 
bottom of the well built vehicle. 


Much has been said of the dress of 


the man which would give the im- 
pression that he is untidy in appear- 
ance. 
The contrary is nearer the 


truth. I never have seen him in any- 
thing teut black broadcloth, of the best 
material and scrupulously kept, • the 
coat always,of the Prince Albert style. 
What does give to him an air of gro- 
tesqueness, however, is his trousers, 
which never condescend to reach his 
ankles, thus exposing a good part of 
the leg of the oM fashioned high top- 
ped boots which the gentleman always 
wears. 


Besides the ever accompanying cane 


of which I have spoken, Oom Paul al- 
ways is seen with his much beloved 
pipe. So indefatigable is he in the use 
of it that it goes with him, in full oper- 
ation, even to the sittings of the volks- 
raad. At these sittings he occupies a 
chair by the side of the presiding offl-. 
cer, a huge cuspidor at his elbow. 


The smoke curls from the pipe when' 


the owner is not delivering himself'of 
one of his forcible .lectures. 
As he 


warms up to his work, however, he 
invariably emphasizes his remarks and 
directs his words to this or that of- 
fending legislator by seizing the Ripe 
by the bowl and wielding the stem aa 
a baton. Intoxicating liquors'be never 
touches, nor do the Boers generally. 
But both he and they are Inveterate 
drinkers of coffee. 
Nor has he an 


exalted notion of those who do indulge 
In alcoholic stimulants. 


On the eve of the Jameson raid, 


which was hourly expected to develop, 
I was dispatched to the Kruger man- 
sion after midnight to announce to the 
president the report that the raiders 
were en route for Pretoria. I was 
permitted to stand outside the door of 
bis sleeping room and deliver my mes- 
sage. 
The gruff query came back, 


"Well, haven't they ruto with them?" 
I replied that it was more than likely, 
whereupon the interview was cut short 
with the growl from within: "Go back 
to bed. 
They will »•"* Aisturb us 


while theirjrunrjnats," ' 


Gruff as iir. Kruger Is In demeanor, 


Ills heart is a kindly on<», Mid his love 
of jesting is proverbial. My first In- 
terview with him was .for tUe purpose 
of soliciting the appointment whjuli 1 
afterward obtained. * He listened -to 
iny.own story of-myself joying little 


need romjr credential* M* reference*, 
and at length blurtM out, "Well, mm, 
come, now, are you * feod mac or n 
raecair 


Hla gray eyes lighted up after-my 


rather disturbed reply that I wat not 
conscious of being a rascal, and then, 
frith a burst ot laughter, his tobacco 
pouch was handed to me. From that 
moment I felt that I bad his con- 
fidence. 


Naturally enough, his one great hor- 


ror is Great Britain. Upon coming to 
his office one morning he found on his 
table, with* his mall, an English al- 
manac, possibly sent to him by an 
enemy or a wag. With the snort of an 
enraged bull be tore it to tatters and 
tEre'w'irrr'tim tte wlto'dow with as 
much satisfaction as if it had been the 
form of Cecil Rhodes. 


He epeaks .neither English nor 


French, the Dutch language being the 
only one with which he is conversant, 
though it is suspected that he has i^ore 
knowledge of English than he cares to 
admit. That he is beloved by his peo- 
ple goes without saying. He i« in all 
things the highest typeof the Boer race; 
his whole life has been devoted to his 
people, and no scandal ever has stained 
his name. 


In Joubert and Crenje he has two 


able subordinates in the field of arms. 
The two men differ in this, however, 
that Joubert is not beloved, and per- 
haps not entirely trusted, while Cronje 
holds the affection and confidence, of 
all. So completely did he impress his 
generosity and gallantry upon the 
Jameson followers that when, as pris- 
oners, they were being led from Hen- 
gersdorp to Pretoria Cronje. was greet- 
ed with the heartiest of English cheers 
as he passed them on the road, a well 
deserved tribute to the victor, for his 
humanity toward the vanquished. 


He speaks ill advisedly who speaks 


now of an easy British victory in the 
present struggle. 
Even the engage- 


ments already fought are quite likely 
to assume a different aspect when the 
facts are gleaned from, other than Brit- 
ish sources. As a fact, the British have 
not yet come into actual contact with a 
real Boer arniy The genuine Boer nev- 
er will attack, at least outside of his 
own country. 


The forces really engaged in the bat- 


tles thus far fought are, If I am cor- 
rectly informed, chiefly Germans and 
French. -The genuine Boer, under Jou- 
bert and Cronje, is yet to be heard 
from. When heard 'from, he will be 
found upon the defensive upon his own 
soil, or, if attacking, doing so only 
When success is assured. The conflict, 
too, upon Boer soil will have some bit- 
ter surprises for the British. As a 
bushwhacker the Boer is well nigh in- 
vincible, and bushwhacking will be 
forced upon the invaders. . The "spirit 
and bravery of the Boer, too, are of 
the highest type, while his contempt 
for the British is deep seated. 


Shortly after the Jameson invasion I 


heard two sturdy burghers at Pretoria 
discussing the ijmjljsb;. flag. One of 
them maintained that it was a white 
flag, while the other;^declared it was 
red, white and blue. ,To settle the con- 
troversy the former finally protested, 
"Well, I know, foul have been in three 
wars with 'the English and have seen 
the white flag flying over them in ev- 
ery battle."

and his position in t#e matter. The 
proposed road would cut thf rail con- 
nection of the city with Troy down by 
15 miles, but the question ,of crossing 
the mountain- west' of WHHamstown 
would have to be met.

With the approach/of winter the sub- 


ject of some organization in this city 
after the manner of the unions for 
home work in other'' cities, is begin- 
ning to be discussed again. This mat- 
ter was brought up last year, but ra- 
ther late in the season, and no active 
mesures were taken towards establish- 
ing such a, union. A „ number of men 
interested in the matter have been dis- 
cussing it during the., past few days, 
and it is probable that within a short 
time it will be brought to the general 
attention. 


At present all -that is done for the 


poor of the city, except what work is 
done by the different churches acting 
independently, is that-done by the city 
aimone?. Since he was appointed to 
that position Mr. Imgrahaan has taken 
a wider Interest in the work than the 
mere temporary relief provided for by 
the city, and has done a great deal at 
his own time and expense. With an 
efficient organization^' the same work 
that he is doing could be made wider 
and far more thorough. What he has 
done, however, has served to show how 
practical might be the results of such 
an, organization in this city, and he 
would be one of the most interested 
members and workers in it. 


The statement is always made in con- 


nection with such a-plan that it has 
been tried and failed, but those who 
are interested say that at the present 
time t+iere seemtr to be a more general 
interest and they believe that if the 
plan were proposed and started there 
would be a more -ready response to the 
calls for work and interest. 


The subject will probably be dis- 


cussed by the ministers of the city 
within a short time, and some effort 
made to have the matter presented to 
the members of all the churches. 


The Law For Reducing Car Fare 


The hearing given by the state rail- 


way commission to Benjamin Clow of 
Dalton who petitioned for a reduction 
of fare from Dalton to Pittsfield, was 
the first case of the kind to come before 
the commission. 
The fixing of faresi on 


a railway devolves upon, the directors 
of a road and the commissioners are 


I only called upon to act when abuses 


exist, when excesive rates and poor 
service are given to the public. As the 
law for such cases calls for a compar- 
ison with similar roads, the fares from 
this city to Adams and Williamstown 
-nere instanced by the Pittsfield com- 
pany. The following is the section of 
the public statutes under which the 
hearing was held: 


Chapter 578, section 23, Acts of 1898. 
"The board of alderman of a city, or 


the selectmen of a town or fifty legal 
voters of a city or town in which a 
street railway is located, may apply to 
the board of railroad commissioners, 
who, 
after due notice to parties inter- 


ested and a hearing, may revise and 
regulate the fare established by said 
company or by said board; but such 
fares shall not, without the consent of 
the company, be reduced below the av- 
erage rate of fare charged for similar 
service by other street railway com- 
panies which, in the judTnent of the 
boar* of railroad commissioners, are 
operated under substantially similar 
conditions. Said board in considering 
such petition shall take into afcaount 
the effect upon the whole railway sys- 
tem of the company of any desired re- 
duction. The report of the board shall 
be flna1. and conclusive for one year." 


Springfield's Mayor and Railway Law 


Mayor Gilmore of 
Springfield 
has 


written the Holyoke board of public 
works that he is of the opinion that 
radical changes should be made In the 
street railway 
law 
of 1898 against 


which the cities and towns are to take 
action* For one thing, the obligation' of 
the railways pei.lining to the'clearing 
of the snow from the streets and its 
disposition should be changed and be 
cleared up. As asecond he calls for an 
amendment by which all pre-existing 
conditions, obligations or contracts be- 
tween the municipalities and-the rail- 
ways should be recognized and pre- 
served on their original integrity with- 
out question. As it is now, continues 
Mayor Gilmore, the railways claim that 
all such conditions, obligations or con- 
tracts which conflict with the terms of 
the law are abrogated and cities and 
towns are left to the .deferred adju- 
dication of the superior court for re- 
lief and for the. interpretation of their 
rights. Several other matters "pertain- 
ing to the relation of the railways to 
the municipalities must ultimately be 
considered. The law ought to be con- 
cisely revised and amended.
